Efc Was In 1709 and Was a Picturesque and 


Diabolical Scene. 


In January, 1798, at the town of 


Aquilla, iu the Abruzzo, then held by 
a garrison of 400 French troops, the 
peasants broke into tho town, and, 
though they were driven out by the 
French, they continued to give serious 
trouble. They even drove the French 
iuto tho fort and mr.de 'ready to born- 
b;vrd thorn with heavy guns. The French 
Vrere in an awkward position. 


Boulort, the officer of artillery, ran- 


sacking his brains for the means of send- 
ing out men to spiko the guns: on- the 
glacis, unrior tho firo of the insurgents 
from tho neighboring houses, suddenly 
remembered that he had seen in hid. 
magazine some -suits of plate armor, -'aii'd 
he proposed to try whether, proteritecl' 
by them, men could not sally out aud^ 
work in security under tho musketry,' 
fire. He got together 13 complete suits 
nud dressed out 13 gunners and grena- 
diers thus, selecting big men, .bo it re- 
marked. At a certain hour tho garrison- 
lined the covered way, and from thence 
and from tho fort opened a steady firo 
of musketry and of artillery on the lines 
of the insurgents. 


Then out marched tho 12 knights of 


tho eighteenth century, niuoh in Da- 
vid's state of mind when he complained 
he had not proved his armor. The men 
carried handspikes, hammers and spikes. 
Moving naturally 
slowly and awk- 


wardly in their heavy steel mail, still 
they succeeded in completing their work 
under a hail of bullets from the insur- 
gents. The scene' is described, as we 
can well believe, to have been most re- 
markable and to haye had something 
picturesque and also diabolical about it. 


As the mailed firures moved in si- 


lenco among the guns, their handspikes 
looking like maces, *heir silence and 
the slowness of their actions seemed 
unnatural under the steady hail of bul- 
lets. " Tho insurgents were believed to 
have thought hell itself had sent forth 
these extraordinary antagonists, ghosts 
of a past age, while the French oa the 
ramparts, true to their nature, the first 
moment of anxiety over, burst into roars 
of laughter.—Phipp's "Marshals of Na- 
poleon. ''

Where the Plant Grows and HOTV It Is 


Prepared For Consumption. 


Black licorico is made from the juice 


of the licorice plant, mixed with starch 
to proveiit it from melting ill hot •\veath-. 
er. The licorico plant grows for the 
most part on the banks of the Tigris 
and 
Eviphrates riyers, 
which flow 


through immense treeless prairies of uu- 
(mltivnted land. • The climate of these 
great plains is variable. 
Half the year 


it is mild and pleasant, but for three 
months it is very cold, arid for three 
iriontbs in summer hot winds sweep 
across tlio country, raising tho tempera- 
ture to 104 degrees for weeks at a time. 


Tho licorice plant is a shrub three 


feet high and grows without cultiva- 
tion in situations where its roots can 
reach the water. The nsual timo of col- 
lecting is the winter, but roots aro dug 
all the year round. At first the root is 
full of water and must bo Hllowed to 
dry, 
a process which takes nearly a 


year. It is then out into small pieces, 
from sis inches to a t'»ot lo jg. The good 
and sound pieces aro kept, and the rot- 
ten ones are used for firewood. The lic- 
orico is then taken in native river boats 
of Bassora, whence it is shipped in 
pressed bales to London. 


As tho valley of the Euphrates con- 


tained one of tho earliest civilizations 
in the world, it is probable that licorice 
is about the oldest confection extant, 
and that the taste, which pleases nearly 
all children today, was familiar to tho 
little brown boys and girls of Babylon 
and Nineveh 8,000 years ago.—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

The City Trustees of Sacramento 


have granted a franchise to the South 
Yaba Water Company to supply the 
city with light, heat and power. The 
company's power plant is at Newcastle, 
thirty miles distant from Sacramento, 
and they claim that they eaa bring 
unlimited electric energy that distance, 
and supply the city not only with light 
and power, but with heat 


If the waters of tho South Yuba, 


thirty miles from Sacramento, can bo 
used for lighting, heating and furnish- 
ing power to run machinery in that 
city, why should not the waters of tho 
Truckee be utilized for similar pur- 
poses in Reno ? The Truckee is capa- 
ble of furnishing unlimited power at a 
minimum cost. The power ran be con- 
verted through the medium of elec- 
tricity into light and heat. The streets 
and buildings can be lighted by it and 
it can be utilized for heating and cook- 
ing purposes. The water taken from 
the rwer to generate electricity oan be 
restored to the river, undiminished in 
quantity, a few hundred yards from 
where it is diverted from tho stream; 
so that it will not lessen the quantity 
{or irrigating purposes. 


It is true that the Reno Water, L-md 


and Light Company has taken steps to 
utilize the waters of the Truckee for 
lighting tha town. TLey huv« built a 
dam a short d'stance above town across 
the Truokee, but they continue to us,e 
steam power to generate electricity, 
and che town, because of fie inability 
of the company to furnish <jtreet lamps 
at the price offered by the Commi&sion- 
era, isasdaik as Erebus these cloudy 
nights, when it has facilities right at 
its doors for furnishing light at the 
least possible expense. 


Money is said to be abundant in the 


large cities. It is seeking investmen 
in Government bonds at a low rate o 
interest, and the principal business o 
the Administration seems to be to ac 
commodate its owners by giving them 
opportunity to purchase such bonds 
If some of this idle capital could b 
induced to utilize a small percentag 
of the waters of theTruokeo the invest 
men*; would certainly bepiofltable, an 
Reno would be furnished with ligh 
und power to run a sewing machine o 
a flouring mill, and probably with hea 
at as low price as any city on th 
Cofist. 


A MODJSST DEMAND. 


Andrew Carnegie thinks the Govern 


ment officials who pronounced hi 
armor plates unfit foi use exceede 
their authority, and he demands ths 
the $140,000 aisossccl against him fo 
inferior plates bo paid him forthwith 
He threatens to sue the Governmen 
immediately if it does not comply wit 
thia modest request. He assumes tha 
Congress and naval officers have 11 
business to interfere with arrange 
monts made by wealthy contractor; 
and Government officials and that it i 
very impertinent to condemn the plate 
which his company furnished for battli 
ships because they were rotten and f ui 
of blowholes. If not paid the contrac 
price Mr. Carnegie will probably bring 
suit against the Government for dam 
ages,

would furnish no protection to wa 
vessels has injured the reputation o 
nib works and the Government shonlc 
pay the company damages, unless i 
desires to convey the idea that it is 
not conducted exclusively in the inter 
eat of corporations. 


TOO MUCH l-'OK ItOSS FIATT. 


Dr. Parkhurst, who is leading the 


crusade against official rascality and 
corruption in New York City, is pastor 
of the Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church ia that city. 
Ex-Senator 


Thomas C. Platt, one of the political 
bosses of the city, attended Dr. Park- 
hurt's church. Dr. Parkhust at his 
Sunday services referred occasionally 
to the political bosses, whom he ar- 
raigned the devils of politics. Thi=i was 
more than Boss Platt conld bear, so he 
left the church and now prays at the 
Collegiate Reformed Church in another 
part of the city. 


Dr. Parkhurst is entitled to more 


credit than, perhaps, any other man for 
exposing the rottenness of politics in 
New York City. He is vehement in his 
denunciation of bossism, the unrelent- 
ing foe of corruption in municipal 
affairs and a staunch advocate of purity 
in politics.

A t/'ountv Treasurer Beaten Into In- 


sensibility and Locked In His Vault. 
SANTA EOSA, December 28.—Santa 


BOS.II had the biggest sensation in its 
hiatoiy to-day. The county treasury 
was robbed of nearly $8,000 and County 
Treasurer Stofen left insensible in the 
vault to suffocate by the robbers, who 
locked the door of the vault on him. 


The robbery occurred about 9 o'clock 


this morning, but wag not discovered 
until 5 o'clock this afternoon. All thia 
titua County Treasurer Stofen lay on 
the floor of the vault gasping tor breath, 
fearing every moment, during con- 
scious interval", would be his last on 
earth. Had it not been tor the tiinoJy 
atnvilof his wife, tbo only person n\ 
town who knew tne combination, he 
would have been riead. 


Mrs. Stofen became alarmed at the 


non-'ippeav ance of her husband and 
about b o'clock went to the court-house 
to find him. The office door was looked, 
but with the aid of the janitor she 
opened the door. On one desk was lier 
husband's hat and coat. On the floor 
in Jconfusion were money trays on 
which the Treasurer tarries money 
from the vault, which is in the reai of 
the office, to the desk in the front room. 
About that time a. faint knocking was 
haard from inside the vault. Mrs. 
Stofen cried to her husband in the 
vault that she would save him if she 
oould remember the combination. The 
first time she triod she failed owing to 
the great exoitment. Next time, realiz- 
ing that her husband's life depended 
upon her coolness, she was more suc- 
cessful and the big iron doors of the 
vault slowly swung open. Treasurer 
Stofen was found on the .floor of the 
vault unconscious. The safe door was 
open and the money removed. 


Treasurer Stofen, as soon -j,s he re- 


vived, said he opened up his office as 
usual about 9 o'clock. 
As he was 


carrying oat tho trayst with money 
from tho vault a full man in stocking 
feet stepped into the door of the vault 
and with uplifted dagger in the right 
hand told him to drop the trays, which 
he did, and us he stooped over to lay 
the trays down the robber struck him 
a powerful blow on the back of the 
head which rendered him unconscious 
for how long ho could not tell. He 
saya tho man was tall and wore chin 
whiskers and must have eawed ad 
mittance to the office during the night 
and waited for him to open the safe. 


Officers are scouring the county for 


the robber, but no trace has yet been 
found. 


Offlcer-3 say that there have been a 


number of hard looking characters in 
town recently but most of them have 
been common tramps. It is the belief 
of many that the job was done by 
parties living in Santa Itosa who were 
familmr with the county offices and 
knew juet how to proceed lo loot the 
treasury. Owing to the start the rob- 
ber had the officers think the chautes 
of finding him rather ubscure.

Storm, Cold and Wunn IVaTeB—January 


Temperature will be Above the Aver- 
age Climate. 


(Copi righted 1S94, by W. T. Foster.) 


ST JOSEPH, Mo., December 28.—My 


last bulletin gave forecasts uf the 
storm wave to cross the continent 
from the 27th to the Slat and the next 
will roach the Pacific coast about Janu- 
ary 1st, cross the western mountains 
by the close of the 2d, the Great 
Central valleys from the 3d to 5th, 
and the EH stern States about the 7th. 


The second storm wave of January 


will reach the Pacific coast about the 
7th, cross the Western mountains by 
the close of the 8th, the Great Central 
valleys from the 9th to llth and the 
Eastern States about the 12th. 


Warm wavefi will cross the western 


mountain country about the 1st and 
7th, the Great Central about the 3d 
and 9th and the Eastern States about 
the 5th and llth. 


Cool waves will cross the wstern 


mountain country about the 4th and 
10th, the Great Central valleys about 
the 6th and 12th and Eastern States 
the 8th and 14th. 


January temperature for the whole 


United States will be above the aver- 
age and rainfall about an average while 
some localities will be above and some 
below the general averages. 


For weather purposes Eastern States 


include the Atlantic coast east of the 
Alleghanies including Maine and Flor- 
ida. In that weather division January 
temperatuie aud rainfall will be above 
norms! in the northern pait, average in 
central anJ belo.v normal in tho south- 
ern part. 


The Great Central valleys include all 


the country from Canada to the Gulf 
of Mexico and between the summits of 
the Rocky and Alleghany mountains. 
In that division the temperature and 
rainfall for January will be about nor- 
mal, rainfall increasing to above nor- 
mal toward the south-east and to be- 
low normal toward the north-west. 
Temperature will increase to above to- 
ward the north-west and below toward 
the south-west. 


On the Pacific slope the temperature 


and rainfall for January will be above 
on the north and gradually decreasing 
to below normal, in the southern part. 


The Ohio valley and Tennessee and 


the lower lakes will havo average tem- 
peratui e aud rainfall in January, the 
upper lakes inclined toward warm and 
dry. east gulf cold and wet, west gulf 
average temperature and rain. 


CLIMATE. 


The time is probably not fai away 


when we will be abte to approximate 
the production of the world's crops 
years in advance and looking forward 
to such grand results the two million 
readers of these bulletins who have 
been studying weather changes and 
their causes are ready to embark in a 
study of climates preparatory to a 
study oT plant lire. ~ 


Our scientists use the word flora 


when speaking of the vegetable world 
and fauna when referring to the world 
of animal life. It is found that the 
flora ard fauna are closely connected 
in their distribution throughout the 
world and each are closely allied to 
climate. 


In remote past agea great convul- 


sions lepeatedly and suddenly changed 
th<> climates of various portions of the 
earth and these climatic changes revo- 
lutionize the flora and fauna of vast 
portions of the earth as is well attested 
by fossil remains. 


Tha fauna and flora of the West 


Indies are the same as those on the 
North American continent and there- 
fore must ha?e had the same origin 
and those islands must have been sepa- 
rated from the main land in compara- 
;ively recent geologic times. 
The 


climate of the West Indies is the same 
as on the mainland with only the grad- 
ual change due to latitude. 


The vegetable and animal products 
of the West Indies aud the North 
American continent adjacent are the 
same because the climate of the two 
;ountries are very similar and this 
similarity is causud by the flow of the 
Atlantic ocean waters which, coming 
'rom the tropical east along the equa- 
; or, turn in near the Gulf of Mexico, 
flowing through the West Indies and 
hen north-east ward along the coasts 
if our Eastern States. 


A similar galf stream with its tepid 


waters from the tropics flows north- 
eastwavd along the eastern coast of 
Asia and onward to our north-western 
Pacific coasts. Therefore Japan and 
eastern Asia have climates, fauna and 
flora much like those of eastern North 
America. 


The waters about the West Indies 


are rising because the equator of the 
earth on the American side is slowly 
moving northward and in recent geo- 
ogic times the West India Islands 
were connected with the mainland of 
the North American continent. 


In South America, however, there are 


many animals, birds and quadrupeds 
entirely differing from anything found 
n North America snd therefore the 
;wo continents must have remained en- 
tirely separated, from, and its climate 
continued very unlika the climate of 
North America dnring a long geologic 
period. 


Evidently the isthmus comprising 


Central America, especially the south- 
ern part of it, is of recent volcanic or- 
igin, and formerly North and South 
America were separated by a wide arm 
of the ocean or channel similar to the 
Straits of Gibraltar. 


That channel p> evented migrations 


of animals from one of the Americas to 
the other and the vast difference in the 
climates of these countries baa, in the 
long ages, produced widely differing 
species of the animal kingdom. 


Two principal causes lead to the

differences between these climates. 
South America, compared with her 
northern neighbor, is a small tract ot 
land almost entirely surrounded by 
vast bodies of water and its electric 
currents move in spirals opposite the 
current movements in North America. 


A more striking difference is found 


in the climates and their effects when 
we compare Asia and Australia. The 
floral and animal kingdoms of these 
two countries are unlike in almost 
,every particula", and a strange fact is 
that those of Australia, south Africa 
and South An.erica have no resem- 
blance to each other although these 
countries are similarly eirctunstanced 
as to temperature, the earth's equator, 
ocean currents, surrounding oceans 
and extent of land surface. 


Biologists claim that fauna similar to 


that found in Australia wag prevalent 
throughout the land surface of the 
world in remote ages and that some 
great change separated Australia from 
Asia, after which tbe present animal 
occupants of Asia supplanted the mar- 
supials while in Australia the latter 
were 
protected from the northern 


animals by the deep, wide channels of 
water novv found separating tha two 
countries. 


In support of this idea it is stated 


that a very deep channel runs about 
midway of the East Indies and that on 
all the islands near by and south of 
that channel the Australian forms pre- 
vail, while immediately north of it the 
northern and none of the southern 
animals are found.

JUDGE TBDMBCMi'S IDKA. 


lie Drafts a Declaration of Principles 


for the St. I-oais Conference. 


Judge Lyman Trumbull of Illinois, 


who framed the Thirteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States, has written the following decla- 
ration of principles for the guidance 
of the People's party Conference at 
St. Louis: 


Resolved, That human brotherhood 


and equality of rights are the cardinal 
pi-inciples of true Democracy, 


Resolved, That forgetting all past 


political differences, we unite 5n the 
common purpose to rescue the central 
Government frorn tiie control of mo- 
nopolists and concentrated, jreealtb, to 
limit their p'oweri^of perpetuation by 
curtailing their privileges, and to se- 
cure tha rights of, free speech, a free 
preas, free labor and trial by jury. 


We indorse tho 'resolution adopted 


by the National Bepublicau Convention 
of 1860, which was incorporated by 
President Lincoln in his inaugural ad- 
dress as follows: "That the mainte- 
nance inviolate of the rights of the 
States, and especially of the rights of 
each State, to order and control its 
own domestic institutions according to 
its own judgment exclusively is esbeii- 
tial to that balance of power on which 
the perfection and enduranc e cf our 
political fabric depends, and we de- 
nounce the lawless invasion by armed 
force on the soil of any State or Terri- 
tory, no matter under what pretext, as 
among the gravest of crimes." 


Resolved, That the power given Con- 


gress by the Constitution to provide 
for calling forth the militia to execute* 
the laws of the Union, to suppress in- 
surrections, to impel invasions, does 
not warrant the Government in making 
use of a standing army in aiding mo- 
nopolies iL the oppression of their em- 
ployes. When free men unshield the 
sword it should be to strike for liberty, 
not for despotism or to uphold privi- 
leged monopolies in the oppression of 
the poor. 


Resolved, That to cueck the rapid ab- 


sorption of the wealth of the country 
and its perpetuation in a few hands we 
demand the enactment of laws limiting 
the amount of property to be acquired 
by device or inheritance. 


Resolved, Tha't we denounce the issu 


ance of interest-bearing bonds in time 
of peace, to be paid for in part, at least, 
by gold drawn 'from the^' ^reasury, 
which results in &e Government's pay- 
ing interest on its own money. 


Resolved, That we demand that Con- 


gress perform • it9 constitutional duty 
to coin money, regulate the value there- 
of asid of foreign coin by the enac t- 
nient of laws for the free coinage of 
silver with gold at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


Reholved, That monopolies affecting 


the public interests should be owned 
and operated by the Government, in 
the inter^st of the people; all the em- 
ployes of the same to be governed by 
the civil service rules and no one to be 
employed or displaced on account of 
politics.

He 
rushed up to tho railing and shouted 
frantically to a young broker on the 
floor whom I happened to know. A 
whispered consultation took place, and 
then the broker dived into tlio melee 
and began to bid on a stock until ho se- 
cured the proper amount, when he 
emerged flush and perspiring. 
"It's pretty hot work in there, isn't 


it?" I asked. 
"I should say it was," he replied, 


•'especially when nobody wants to sell. " 


"Who was the young man who gave 


you tho order a few minutes ago?" I in- 
quired. 
"He's a ohap that works for the flrm 


of 
& Co.," was the reply. "He's 


a shrewd boy, too, and it is seldom that 
ho in wrong on tho market.'" 


"Perhaps he has exceptional oppor- 


tunities," I suggested. 


"I suppose that is it. It's no business 


of rnino, though. Ho has an r.ccount 
•with rue, and it is never overdrawn. 
In fact, it is constantly incroasing. I 
got my start in the same way, and, in 
fact, a groat percentage of the biokors 
in ohe street were once messengers of 
ono land or another. " 


1 a*L.ad an old broker who Lad giown 


gray in the street vrhat he knew about 
speculation among messengers. Ho K-.uil: 


It has increased wonderfully 0.tiring 


the last ton years. In the old day-, y.'I.f'ii 
speculation was. heavier, ifc took far less 
to sway the market than now. Then 
tho messengers .speculated at their own 
peril 
Tho turns nncl change1' weie far 


more quick and decided, aiid 11, -was an 
almost sure thing that Uio s-mull specu- 
lator would be wiped out iii .1 day cr 
so. Not half so many men are living by 
speculation ru Wall street as formerly, 
and ruany of thoso who dabble iu the 
street do so merely for tiie inn of it. 
Consequently they do not guard their 
tips as closely as in former years. 


' 'Not long ago I went into Delmoni- 


co's for dinner, and sat dowii at a tablo 
opposite a young man whom 1 recog- 
nized as a messenger for a prominent 
Wall street speculator. I would t'O will- 
ing to tako an oath that his salary is not 
over §15 a week. Yet there ho sat, with 
diamonds on his fingers arid in his shu'b 
front, tnting pato do foie pros as though 
he had lived upon it all his life. I sup- 
pose he had made a lucky stroke on 
some tip which Ms employer had sent 
to his broker, and which he had taken 
advantage of," 


Most of the Wall street brokers seein 


to regard this sort of speculation among 
tho messengers as "smart" tsrJ legiti- 
mate. Tlroro are several largo bucket 
shops along Broad street which cms re- 
sorted to by messengers of low iU i?reo 
who have "tips," but no mouoy to 
plunge with. In some of tl/c>". bucket 
shops you can make a deal \Vilh $10. 
Most of them, however, will not touch 
anything below 100 shares. 


"There is no messenger speculation in 


this place," said Mr. Henry Clexvs. "I 
have never yet seen a messenger who 
could afford it. Some of them have 
come in here with orders from reputable 
firms, which huve-been honored by me, 
but I would not allow any messenger 
employed on the street to open an ac- 
count with this firm, you can depend 
upon it. In fact, I do not Loliove all 
these stories abont messenger specula- 
tion." 
Several of the messenger tribe deal 


with up town bucket shops iu order to 
keep their situations in Wall street. 
Altogether the business is a very inter- 
esting one, and to many of those having 
inside information it is vastly, profit- 
able.—New York Herald.
